Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

Regarding Claims 1 and 13, Waller et al. (US 2001/0051922) is still believed to 
teach all the limitations of the claims. However, the board decision declared that Waller 
cannot be admissible as prior art due to the filing date of Waller. Therefore, claims 1 
and 13 are allowed.
